For years school buses have had the lowest recorded 
fatality rate among the principal modes of transportation 
in the U.S.; but a study just completed by three Cali¬ 
fornia authors reveals a re¬ 
cent, alarming rise in 
school-bus accidents and in¬ 
juries nationwide. 

"Bus Collision Causation 
and Injury Patterns,” by 
Arnold W. Siegel, Dale E. 

Range and Alan M. Ha hum, 

M.D., is an analysis, “both 
by statistical and in-depth 
means,” of the ways injuries 
occur in bus collisions. The 
authors state that injuries 
from California school-bus 
accidents rose 68 per cent 
between 1965 and 1969 — 
this despite a mere 17 per 
cent increase in the number 
of registered buses, a 34 per 
cent increase in' vehicle 
miles and a 44 per cent in¬ 
crease in reported collisions. 

There were 1,650 reported 
school-bus collisions in Cali¬ 
fornia during 1969 alone, the 
report notes. 

Published through a grant 
from the American Automo¬ 
bile Association’s Traffic 
Safetv Foundation, the new 
study was presented during 
the 15th “Stapp Car Crash 
Conference” of the Society of 
Automotive Engineers, No¬ 
vember 18 at the Hotel del 
Coronado in San Diego. 

(John P. Stapp is a ‘‘pioneer 
i.n highway-safety research,” 
according to the society.) 

Discussing the bus-acci¬ 
dent presentation, Senior 
author Siegel, engineering 
director of the Trauma Re¬ 
search Group at UCLA, noted 
that the report relies on the 
authors” bus - accident 
studies at UCLA, “in the ab¬ 
sence of virtually any other 
recent studies o,n' the sub¬ 
ject.” 

From the statistics avail¬ 
able, th e authors have con¬ 
structed the “typical” school- 
bus collision profile. The 
typical accident occurs in 
daylight, in clear weather, 
at a non-intersection within 
an urban location, and in¬ 
volves another motor ve¬ 
hicle. If bus passengers sus¬ 
tain injuries in the crash, 
their injuries are most like¬ 
ly in the area of the face 
and head, usually due to the 
youngsters pitching forward 
against the seat in front. 

When contacted recently 
for a summary of the report, 
co-author Dale Runge, traf¬ 
fic safety research associate 
for the Automobile Club of 
Southern California, listed 
the following recommenda¬ 
tions. First, the authors call 
for “the initiation' of a full- 
scale, combined statistical 
and clinical research pro¬ 
gram” to obtain a clear pic¬ 
ture of the school-bus - col¬ 
lision injury problem .na¬ 
tionwide. 

Second, i.n the matter of 
bus design and manufac¬ 
ture, the authors advise the 
installation in “every bus” 
of stronger scats with ener¬ 
gy-absorbing materials to 
pad the upper portion of 
seat backs, as well as indi¬ 
vidual seat restraints for 
every passenger. Seat backs 
account for t.he majority of 
facial injuries, the authors 
note. They also call atten¬ 
tion to the tendency of plas-

Now is the time for the 
American people to let Pres¬ 
ident Nixon know that they 
are opposed to any surren¬ 
der of U. S. sovereignty in 
the Panama Canal Zone or 
any lessening of American 
control over the “Crossroads 
of the World.” If the Ameri¬ 
can people don’t assert their 
convictions on this point, the 
U. S. security interest in the 
Panama Canal Zone may 
fare as the cause of the 
Free Chinese has fared at 
the hands of liberal advisers 
in the White House and 
State Department.

Today we have some 350,- 
000 known herbs and plants 
which have been examined 
and classified. It is said that 
approximately 4,000 new 
species are added to the list 
each year. However, man is 
still lacking the knowledge 
of what the totality of these 
herbs and plants might be 
ir. maintaining the health of 
the individual. 

Millions of dollars are be¬ 
ing spent yearly trying to 
learn .new data on plants 
and herbs in South Ameri¬ 
can jungles and in Airica. 
Many grow in the highlands 
of China, and they can be 
picked wild on the slopes of 
the Himalayan foothills in 
Northern India and In Tibet. 
There are herb hunters just 
as there are orchid seekers, 
who have the jungles for 
their precious herbs. 

It has been pointed out 
that all vegetables are herbs, 
regardless of whether they 
have been called foods or 
medicines. A few herbs have 
been designated as miracle 
herbs — for example, the 
Comfrey and- licorice. 

Comfrey is native to Eur¬ 
ope, but is found in America. 
It grows in moist places on 
low' ground and it flowers 
all summer. The root is 
spindle-shaped and contains 
a large amount of mucilage 
which is best extracted with 
water. 

Since ancient times the 
cofrcy root has been used 
as a .healing herb. It is .sup¬ 
posed to take care of any 
part of the body that is torn 
or broken externally or in¬ 
ternally. It aids in the heal¬ 
ing of cells or in the pro¬ 
duction of new cells. It is 
also thought that it helps

Ninth *Christmas 
Afloat’ Parade 


One of the basic factors in California’s property tax 
problem is the tax-free status given certain institutional 
holdings. The welfare exemption originally was intended 
to exempt small portions of property devoted to purely 
religious, hospital, or charitable purposes, and there re¬ 
mains major support for continuation of that status. 

As things go in government, however, original pur¬ 
poses become blurred or distorted over the years, produ¬ 
cing results far removed from those intended. For example, 
as the chairman of the State Board of Equalization, 
Richard Nevins, has just reported, during last year alone, 
there was a whopping $101 million increase in California’s 
tax-free institutional property. This is nearly double the 
value increase of other properties in the state. 

Over the past 10 years the overall institutional ex¬ 
emption has jumped from $82 milion to $349 million, a 
326 per cent jump. This was caused in part by legal de¬ 
cisions expanding the scope of the exemption far beyond 
boundaries originally contemplated. 

And that, Nevins feels, indicates a reasonable need 
for legislative study -— and clarification — of the state’s 
present welfare property tax exemption policies, and en¬ 
actment of “more stringent guidelines for qualification.” 

As most taxpayers will agree, anything that will make 
taxes more equitable is worth trying for.
